Ypres, with its low 
lines 
blending 
with the plains of Belgium. 
The memorials were built u n d e r the 
direction of tin' American Battlefields 
commission in three historic localities 
on the 
western 
front 
whe re

nu mber s of American forces engaged 
in active combat. Gen. Jo h n J. P e rs h ­ 
ing was c ha irm a n of the commission.

One, the Aisne-Marne, is 
located at the no rt hern side of the 
historic hill 2o4, on which stands the 
famous Lie-1 lean Wood, The other, the 
Oise Aisne. is near Fere-on-Tardenois, 
just north of the Ourcq River. 
The St. Mihiel memorial m a r k s the 
first operation of a complete American
